Between two fighters it is not an impossible task to determine which party was the 
aggressor. To say simply that both the parties were to blame does not give proof 
either of His Excellency’s penetrating discernment or of his formation of a conclusive 
judgment on the subject. To speak in this uncertain voice is to betray on the part 
of the speaker, who is responsible for the prevention of such riots, that he has not 
yet chalked out for himself a line of action in the matter. His Excellency’s admo- 
nition to the newspapers is well deserved. It must be admitted that some native 
newspapers acted unwisely in connection with the riots in question. But some of 
the big Anglo-Indian papers were also not behindhand in inflaming discord between 
the two communities, holding, as they do, that the British Government in India 
could be maintained only so long as the people remained divided among them- 
selves, The editor would, however, tell the native editors that by following their 
late policy in connection with the riots they have been simply “ cutting their leg 
with their own axe” in so far as the good of their country and grant of their privi- 
leges to them are concerned.

his superior, and not beat or abuse him ; and that they should take no objection to 
natives remaining mounted on horses or keeping their umbrellas open on meeting 
them. Ifsuch is really the decision of the Government, it is rather a matter of 
congratulation for the natives, inasmuch as only the Government servants among 
them, and not all of them, have been required to do the saldm. Certainly it is 
the duty of every Native Government servant to make saldm to all Europea 
Officers, no matter to what Department they belonged. But do the words “ Com- 
missioned Officer ” include the Subahddxs who are natives, and are also spoken of as 
Commissioned Officers? If the latter be the case and the natives are to saldm the 
Subahdérs as well, why should they not be required to sé/ém the Civilians also, who 
are certainly higher officers than the Subahdérs? Again, the Military Officers, when 
not in their uniform, ought to wear some badge on their-persons so as to be readi 
recognised by natives.
